Outs non rideat, cum 
videat homines ea ſerio facere,que ſi quis faciat in 
Liſa vimis laſcivgs et ineptes eſſe videatur, 
Being to ſtay in Legornethree weekes, [ dee- 
med it (though there bee no Inquiſition there) 
not ſafe to ſtay there all the time, fearing that 
either by the ſight of their abominations , or 
ſome attracted notes of me amonelt the 1tli- 
ans, might endanger my ſelfez I rooke horſe . 
therefore and rid to Piſs, oneof the two Vni. 
uerſities of the Florentine : Florence being the 
other. And what I came forthere, I had free 
libertie to obſerue, their monuments and their 
manners ; which in briefe were theſe. 

I faw there firſt their Church of St. Srephey, 
and the Colledge of their Knights all going in 
long blacke cloakes with the parry white and 
red Crofle, In their Church I ſaw our Ladies 
Picure more gloriouſly apparrelled then any 
of our picture (I would ſay painted) Ladies 
in England are, when they would ſeeme moſt 
glorious to dazell the eyes of doting Courti- 
ers, Thencel went to ſee their Schooles byilt 
like ours, but the compariſon of ours and theirs 
is like chalke and cheeſe : they have onely 
foure filled with ſeates like the bodies of our 
Pariſh Churches in Zz2/axd, and the Readers 
pewes ſtanding, ſome in the midſt, ſome at the 
end of them, | 


; Hoy a Thenextthing was the Hoſpitall of Baſtards, 
: main- 
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maintained and brought vp, as they are begots 
tenin common' : for Stewes beeing heere al- 
lowed,all haue free acceſſe, and if children be 
brgotten ir is g004 reaſon all ſhould pay for 
their bringins vp. Here they are pur in by the 
'Ouerſeers of rhe Hoſpitall at a litte Tron grate, 
none knowing whoſet};eyare ; Here they are 
brought vp-neither knowing Father nor Mos 
ther, and is th 4 are canable they are beſtow. 
ed,itome ro P1enzos, {me ro Schools, ſome 
to urher things, it Seine vſuatlwiththe whorcs 
their mothers , al tne knaves Friers , &-:2 

their Fachets, ro fer ſfeme ſecret marke vpan 
them, and fo when they come to yearcsto 

know them,whom art theirbirth-theydurſt not 

acknowl:dge, Sure hee was ſome charitable 

whoore-maſter that was the founder of this 

honeſt Hoſpitall. Hauing ſeene and knowne 

Italy, I ſhall vever wondernor pitty it,if all our 

dceboyft drunkards and whoore-maſters turne 

Papiſts : and wiſh that they onely. 

The next thing worthy note, was their great 
indeed, and'ftately Church ; whole brazen 
gates in dumbe pifQtures ſpe:ke rhe hiſtory of 
the Goſpell. Beſide it, rhey ſhewed vs a litle - 
plor of earth , which they ſay was conneicd — 
from 7eraſalems,and is able ro difſolue a carkaſle 
intoduſt within the ſpace of foure and twenty 
houres. 'In the ſame Church-yard there is a 


Belfraye from the very toundation tothe top 
| B Rovoping, 
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ſtooping,not through any infirmitie of age but 
ſo builr. Ir is a ſaying among them thar the 
grcat Duke hath three wonderfull Towerszone 
in the water at Legorne , whoſe foundation is 
Jaid in the Sea , and is a Lanthorne or Watch- 
tower. Another on the land, this at P:zſa. The 
third inthe aire at Florence - whoſe foundation 
being vpona walof three yardes high,and one 
foot broad.allthe body ſeemeth to hang inthe 
aire, a curious pecce of workemarſhip, they 
ſay that haue ſcene it; I did not. 

Burto returneto Pſa: other things worthy 
thenoting there, was their Phy fitians Gallery 
furniſhed with the rarities of nature, diuers 
Moummies, curious Anatomics, allkind of Mi- 
nerals, the rarcſt drugs, bread and cheeſe con- 
verted into ſtone, rare fiſhes, the skins and fea- 
thers of ſtrange birds and beaſts, all their medi- 
cinable parts, andas though they would rob 
nature ro make this hertreaſury,hereis (if you 
will beleeue them) the Phoenix his head: But I 
thinke it is rather a Pelicans,foratSmyrue I did 
ſ{cea liue Pelican with ivſt ſuch another head. 
Adioyning to this curiousgallery is the garden 
of Þ hyfitians,wherein we being wearied with 
ſceiog diuerſitic of Simples and Hearbes, for a 
compendium it was told vs, there were two 
thouſand kinds of Simples in that garden.This 
garden is of no great extent , bur moſt excee- 
ding pleaſagt curiouſly diuided into plotsac- 

cording 


cording tothe nature of the hearbes there plan- 
ted, the cold by themſcelues, the hor by them- 
ſclues,&c, From Pſa we returned to Legorve, 
and ſo'to Sea, and ſayling along the pleaſant 
coaſt of 1taly, and then Cal/abris , not alwayes 
having the land in fight, atlaſt we paſſed by a 
litle Iſland ſome five Leagues before we come 
to Sicilia,which belcheth out continually huge 
flames of fire, Idid fee it vomit vp eight times 
while we ſayled in fight of it : the name of this 
Iſland is Str#mbola, The next morning we dif- 
couered S7cilia, andthe Calabrian coaſt, and to 
the eye were lockt in on euery fide with land. 
Ar laſt we opened that ancient and dangerous 
Gutt that openeth into the Phare of Meſ5ina. 
Here before we durſt enter, we expected a Pi- 
lot; this old Scilla and Charibdes, though it bee 
not ſo much feared as it was in ancient times, 
yet it is as dangerous as cuer it was: on the Ca- 
labrian ſhoare there are fearcfull rockes, and a 
ſtrong currant, on the Sicilian ſhoare fearefull 
ſands. The midſt the ſafeſt, but hard to bee hi 
when the windes arc high, hard to bee keptby 
reaſon of the currant. The old towne Scilla 
ſtandeth ſtill vpon the Ca/abrian ſhoare , Stario 
male fids carinis : whether ſeldeme or neuer a- 
ny ſhips but wrackr ones approach : But God 
bcethanke wee paſt it without all danger, and 
ſayling in the deepe Phare betwixt the plea- 
fant. Sicilis and Calabria wee at laft came to an 
gm!)

dcliuered ſome goods there ) iuſt ouer againſt 
it on the Calabria coaſt ſtandeth theas ancicar, 
but 1. fe louriſhing Rheginms, The lame day, 
ro my no little and the. reſt of the paſſengers 
oriefe, wee were rauiſhed from S:c:l;a, which - 
had rauiſhed vs with delight, T he Sea which 
parteth Sic;lia from Calabria is three Leagues 
oucr,but ſeemcthtothe eye ſcarce three miles, 
Sayling along here,we(ar laſt )cſpicd the {cort- 
ched toppe of Boiling L£t»4,now Monge Bells; 
whole B<llowes yetgoe, but age hath ramed 
him,that hee doth not now burſt our as he vſed 
to doe. Aﬀer this ſome daycs enterpoled wee 
entered the Archipe/agus., now the arches, 
and there ſayled ouer aimo't 11! Zomers {zag ; 
the litle 7/ands of rhe grear Kings thar inuaded 
Troy, The fiift was now called Sezuga, the 
whole poſicſiions of Menalans ; ihe moſt fa- 
mous of themare -xdria, Neeropont, Tens, 
Melos, Antimelos,the dotivle Delos now vnin- 

habited, and onely ſought vnto tor the vaſte 
reliques of Apelives Temple, enuironed with 
thole Iles which encircle ir, and commonly 
and truely called the Cyclades, Theſcare Surf- 
fo, Surffanio, Mycona., 8c. At this tAtycond 
wee ſtaycd three dayes by reaſon of the cx« 
treamitle of weather & A barren Ilaad of 

e & ſmall 
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fmall exrent'ſome fifreene:milesiin compaſle, 
wholly inhabited by pooreGreekes,hauing'burt 
one, I cannot tell whetherto call it, village or 
towne of the ſame nzme with the Iland, ſub- 
ictto the Dominion and/{poile of the Furkes., 
In all my life Fneuer fawa place berter peopled 
with wocmen ; their number exceeding the 
number of men fiue for one : 'The barrennefle 
of the lle is much helped with the induſtry of 
the people, torcing carne eur of the rocky 
mountaines, ſcarce paſſable for men : yerthey 
continue ſo. poore by reaſon of the Turkes 
pillages, that valeſſe they were merry Greekes 
1n:'ced, any would wonder what dclightrhey 
couldtake inliuing, lining in continuall feare, 
4n continuall and-cxtreame neceffitie, Here(as 
Travellers vſe to doe) rhe fiſt thing I viſited 
was onc of their Churches ': where by chanee 
I found their Sepraagint, and an old man no- 
thing differing 1n pouerty or habit from 'rthe 
reſt,there conning his leflen,T rooke the Bible 
and redin it; he ſtood amazed ariit, and offring 
ro kiſſe my hand:ſpoke tome in the common 
Greeke, which is ſodegenerate from therrue 
and-ancient,thar there is errher none or litle af- 
finitic berwixt them. anſwered iothe leamed, 
but I perceined he vnderftood me agrnuch as I 
did him, which was ſcarce one word. Then 
Trhinking tharthough bee vnderſftood not me 
he vaderitood the Bible, :I ſpoke my minde to 
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him by pointing ourſentences inthe Bible,but 
he vnderſtood them as much as hee did me. I 
wondredat their ignorance,and Gods Iuſtice : 
and rclating this ſtory to one of the Mercbants 
that had lived ſome time amongſt them at S7o, 
hee told mee that none of their Colieroes bur 
that read the Bible in the learned Greeke, 
their Lerurgy beiog in the ſame, bur ſcarce one 
of a hundred could vaderſtand it. I did nor 
wonder arthis,calling ro minge the hiſtory of - 
our Maſſe-mumbling Prieſts in Queene Maries 
dayes. Inall their Churches faircr then their 
ordinary houſes, ſcarce either fairer or larger 
then ours, they haue printed, but nocarued I- 
mages. From hence we looſed, and ſayling by 
the famous Chies now $195, and HM3releneold 
Lesbos , mixtly inhabited with Turkes and 
Greckes, and onely the ruines of what they 
were, At Port Gabro a part of Mzrelexe wee 
parted with our conſorts,they towardsConſtan- 
tinople,we to the Bottom. 

The next port we made was Smirna, (that fa- 
mous primitive Church) now not to be found 
ia the now Smirna, all buried vnder the beaft. 
ly new Turkiſh S--irns , ſo that the nouelties - 
haue ſwalowed vp the antiquities,and the very 
ruines of old Swzirne arc ruined : 'onely there 
remaineth- a deformed forme of rhe: ancient 
Amphi-thcater whoſe Arenas is now ſeated 
with Oliae trees ; and Policarpss his Miter in 

the 


(r#) 
the cuſtody of the Turke - which I rather 
thinke tohave beene the cappe of ſome Tur= 
"kiſh Santore," for it is all ouer wrought with 
Turkith letters. Looſing hence wee ſailed by 
Pathmos, Rhodes and Cyprus, who are better de- 
ſcribed by the. learned pennes of many of our 
Engliſh, then they can be by mee, who onely 
paſſed by them and had no opportunity to ob- 
ferue them. 

Artlaſt(by Gods fauour) wee arriued in ſafe- 


ty at Alexandreita alias Scanderone, which we 


found fullof the carcaſes of houſes , wor one 
houſeinit. lt hauing beene a litle before ſacke 
by the Turkifh Pyrars. The vawholeſomeſt 
place inthe world to live in, by reafon of the 
grofle fogges tHar both difcend from the 
high mountaines,and aſcend from the mooriſh 
valleys. The hillesabour it are ſo high, that till 
tenofthe clocke in the morning the Sunne fel- 
dome or neuer peepeth ouer them. Here wee 
tooke horſe, ( not daring to ſtay aboue two 
houres) for Apps, paying two and twenty 
Dollars for a 74»:F2rie to be our guide,fix Dol- 
lars and a halfe a'man forour horfes , belides 
balfea Dollar aday to find our horſes meate : 
our noone and nights lodging: were the oper 
fields ; our victuals ſuch as wee brovght from 
Scanderone 3 our Guide proud and furly , our 
joutney rhe moſt troublcfomne'that any before 
(by relation) cuer had. Aleppo is but diftane

We (bur.cheo we knew. ut. ner), were within's 
fight ſhot almoſt of che forr.gt Chriſtendom, 


the ancicat'and tamous Ancioch. : 'and having 
all the day before ridden along the-plaines of 
Amtioche inthe ſcortching of rhe Sunne, ſome 
Free hqures before night wee croſſed the riger 
ropes with no-lictle danger , and. brought 
thole very hilles which wee deſcended in re 
morning about midnight iuſt oppoſite to 
vs,.there becipg not for all that dayes journey 
riding, balfe amile got towardsthe finiſhing 
of our journey , it being an vſuall roguery of 
the 1anizeries to lead the paſſengers our of 
their way, that being ſomuch loriger on their 
way ,,. they might get ſo many moe balfe Dol-

| lars, We did {ce inthis journey the foundations 


of many large citics,& io one place theſtecple 
of a Church inuironed withthewals of a ſec- 
ming,decaycd,yer large Monaſterie; which-we 


_pitty ing, and caquiring what it had beene : ci» 


ther our 1arizarie through. ignorance could 
nor , or through ſurlineſſewould not tell vs. 
God preleryed vsalmoſtto a miracle in helch, 
and.the fourth day, about. noone, being the 
tivcaty {ixtof 1#nc,we artiucd at Aleppo: where 
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Ifound my welcome exceed my hopes : ahd 
where cuer fince, (the Lord be praiſed for it) I 
epioy a$ good healthas my deareſt friend could 
wiſh me. 

Theaire here is moſt ſubtile, moſt pure, ſo 
that he which bringeth no diſeaſes with him is 
troubled with few : from the end of Xay, till 
the end of OZober wee ſee no cloudes, The 
heat,thoughit be great, is more temperatethen 
Sparne, lefle dangerous then 7:aly; much amiti- 
gatedby a Weſterly wind which bloweth here 
all the Summer long ; yet by reaſonof the 
heate, as inall hote Countries, men aremuch 
ſubied co Feauers, which are ſcldome vehe- 
ment; alwayes either ſoone preuented, or ſpee- 
dily cured, Our countrey men andthe nations 
both obſerue, that once inten yeare the coun- 
trey is infeted with the Peſt , but which is 
wonderfull, begin when it will, it neuer cndu- 
reth longer then the Twelfth of 1»ly , ſo that, 
though it rage vpon the eleventh , after the 
twelfth none arc infeted , O thewonderfull 
workes of God. 7 

The countrey is part of Syr:4, & aboundeth, 
_ asof old, with ſuperfluitic of all neceſlaries: va- 
happy innothing bur the curſed Lordsofiit,the 
Turkes : The land cries out on thefſlothfulnes 
of the owners; and the vnhusbanded plaines, 
for many miles together blame their ſtupidity. 
The Lord: when it pleaſeth him will caſt out

theſe vſurpers, (andas I hope and pray)reſtore 
jittothe true owners,the Chriſtians. The Ciry 
of Alepps ſandeth in a valley which ſeemerh 
tocontend with it ſelfe whether ir ſhould bee 
more pleaſant or fruitful, It is # walled about, 
bur weakely in reſpect of our Cities in Chri- 
Rendome : by reaſon of the oft change of 
Lords it hath loſt the hiſtory of its owne anti- 
quitie : ſo that both Turkes and Chriſtians, 
(the now inhabitants of it) are ignorant what 
it was before it was conquered by Sel/immns the 
oreat Turke, and beeiog circumciſed by him, 
was called by the Conquerour 4lep, which in 
the Arabick tongue fignifieth milke, by reaſon 
of the abundance of it hereabour : yer in all 
probabilitic it was that Zebah mentioned, 
2.$499.8, Being within twelue miles of the val- 
ley of falt where Da#id did fight with Hadede- 
zer King of Zob4h, and there being not beſide 
itin all theſe parts the leſt 7e/tiz24 of any City. 
And the Turkes and Iewes both haue a traditi- 
on that the Caſtle was built by 794b : howſoc- 
uer it was not famous tillof late, yet ſurely it 
was before. 

For the Inhabitants of it, and the concourſe 
of pcople,it is an Epitome of the whole world. 
There ſcarce being a Nation of the old World, 
(except that all-hated Spaniard ) who hath not 
ſome trading either here or hither, Emeliſh, 
French, Dwich, Italian, Iewes, Greekes, Perſians, 
Moores, 
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Modres, Indians,ec,, Men of all Countries, of 
all Religions: Georgians, N.eftorians, Cophti, Ar- 
minians, Georgians, &c, The deſcription of 
whoſe different cuftomes in their conuerſation, 
and tenents in their Relizion,deſerueth rather a 
volume then a letter : and a more appropria- 
ted obſeruerof them, then I caga bee. Where- 
fore omitting them, I will onely acquaint you 
with ſome obſeruations of not ordioary things 
that are , and haue happened in and about 
Aleppo. 


isalitlecraggy mountaine of Oyſter and Coc- 
kle ſhels an Flhe bones , though the name of 
_ Oylter or Cockle be neuer heard of in Aleppo, 
The Sea being threeſcore mile off z vnder this 
hill is alitle houſe or caue, wherein in a ſtone 
vpon the pauement is the print of a mans hand 
which the Twrkes ſay was Halies, as much re» 
uerenced by the Perſiay Mahnmetans , (who 
maintaine him to be a74hemets ſucceſior)as our 
Ladies pictures in Spaive or 1taly, but with farre 
lefle pompe; farre lefle ſuperſtition, farre leſſe 
Idolatry, Nearethis there are S4ax4 /oquacia, 
Graue-ſtones that being beat vpon, ſound like 
Our bels in Europe. About twclue miles Eaſt 
from Alrppo,is the valley of Salt, a great lane, 
whoſe extenc neither a whole dayes trauell, 
nor any report, could certifie vs, That which 


wee {aw of it was partly coucredwith water, 
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part with a ſhort graſlſe, partly with ſands like 


the ſea thore, The water isſaltiſh, and being 
dried vp by the heate of the ſea, the fand 
that is left, raked rogether without further 
helpecither of mans witor induftry , becom- 
meth perfect and fine ſalt, in ſuch abundance, 
that it is ſufficient not onely to ſerue Syrie, but 
is tranſported into e1rabia, Perſia, and other 
adiacent countries. | 
The next obſcruable thing isa famous Aqua. 
dutthar ferueth and ſufficeth the whole Citie 
with water ;zarcliqueeitherof the Romans cu- 
riofitie, or the Chriſtzaxs care: now vſefullro 
thoſe that are moſt vnworthy of it,the Tarkes. 
The fountaine headsarc ſeuen miles from .2- 
leppo,where many fountaines vent thEſclues by 
ſubterranean paſlages into 2 littleJakes; whence 
the waters, (being draincd into a narrow ſtone 
chancl of one. yard broad &three deepe Haſt 
to Aleppo, And being before they come thi- 
ther, receiued into wodden pipes, are conuei- 
ed into the curious ceſternes, which are inthe 
Courts of their Mos'kehs or Churches, whece 


either it is ferched for priuate vices, or forct to 


waſh the ſtinking feetof the profane 7 »rkebe- 
fore they enter vato their bawling deuotion, 
One ſtrange thing morethere is. The rub- 
biſh and filth of the City throwen out about 
the wals in very feiw yecres hardeneth-it ſelfe 
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The hiſtoricall occurances that haue happe- 
ned in Twrky fince my comming thither are 
theſe. Tripolie December laſt was ſackt by the 
Emy of Sidon. The B:jſhiw of Aleppo wenr to 
quell himof the two, that had giucn the firſt 
occaſion of theſe ciuill broyles ; and return- 
ed with a purchaſe of ewentie thouſand dol- 
lars from the Zmzy of Tripolie : firſt foroffe- 
1ing the Emy of Sidow ſome prouccation, ie- 
condly for ſuffering this rowneto bee ſacked, 
hauing fewer ſouldiers in pay there then the 
King allowed pay for.
